Starting Seed» Indoors 


G 
a r d e n e r s usually obtain more 
satisfactory results in growing 
certain vegetables such as tomato, 
cabbage, broccoli, egg plant and 
pepper - if the plants are started 
early indoors from seed 
One ad­ 
vantage is that seed of known 
variety from a dependable source 
can bo used 
Should you prefer plants, how­ 
ever, make certain they are from a 
reliable source. 
Tomatoes arc one of the most 
satisfactory home garden items, and 
one of the most popular of this 
group. Seed can be obtained from a 
nearby dealer and should be sown 
about eight weeks before setting 
plants in the open 
Sow the seeds not more than one- 
quarter inch deep in good loamy 
«oil in a flat box which has quarter- 
inch holes in the bottom tu permit 
drainage. Water thoroughly hut not 
too frequently, preferably on bright 
days. 
Good sunlight and good air circu­ 
lation prevent “damping oft” which 
is caused by an accumulation of 
moisture at the surface of the soil. 
Keep the temperature fairly even 
and warm—-about 70 to 75 degrees. 
When the young plants are about 
one and one*half Inches tall, they 
should he transplanted to a larger 
box or into a cold frame, according j 
to the facilities available 
If kept 
in a box. they ehould be “hardened 
off”, placed in the open in the shade 
six or eight mild days. 
Young plants spaced about three 
inches apart each way will have 
plenty of room to develop. In the 
garden, plants should be spaced 
about four feet apart each way for 
best results. 
Tomatoes do best on Jpawy soil. 
Sandy soils produce egrly crops hut 
the picking season Is short and the, 
yield not so heavy. Heavier soils 
produce later but more abundantly. 
Cabliage, broccoli, pepper and egg 
plant may.be handled In a similar 
fashion.

FATHER MEURIN, PIONEER 
PRIEST OF MISSOURI 


Although no priest was present 
at the founding of St. Louis, the 
infant village was not long de­ 
nied the aid of its first spiritual 
director. This distinction rightly 
belongs to Father Meurin, pion­ 
eer resident priest of Ste. Gene­ 
vieve and 
of 
Missouri, 
whose 
death 
occurred 
at 
Prairie 
du 
Rocher on February 23, 1777, one 
hundred and fifty-nine years ago 
this week. 
Sebastian Louis 
Meurin 
was 
born at Charleville, France, De­ 
cember 26, 1707. At the age 
of 
twenty-two, he entered the So­ 
ciety of Jesus at Nancy 
where, 
upon the completion of his stu­ 
dies, he was ordained and assign­ 


ed to the Mission of Canada. Ear­ 
ly in 1741, he arrived in Canada 
and the following year was sent 
to Kaskaskia. During 
the 
next 
twenty-one years, he divided his 
time between the village of Kas­ 
kaskia 
and Vinvennes, 
Indiana, 
where he led the humble though 
extremely arduous life of the zeal­ 
ous Indian missionary. 
At the age of 56, when already 
enfeebled by missionary life, the 
even tenor of 
his 
daily 
duties 
was interrupted by the arrival of 
a courier from New Orleans, on 
September 24, 1763, with a decree 
ordering the suppression of the 
Jesuit Order in the Louisiana ter­ 
ritory. The Jesuits were disposses­ 
sed of their lands and condemned 
to deportation. At this time, the 
secret treaty of France and Spain 


came to light and Father Meurin 
was informed that the diocese cf 
Quebec no longer 
included 
the 
territory of Louisiana. 
Upon his arrival in New 
Or­ 
leans, Father Meurin 
petitioned 
the Council to allow him to return 
to the Illinois country, not as a 
Jesuit but as a secular priest and 
missioner as the whole of the dis­ 
trict was without a priest. 
Harsh, fractious and mercenary 
as were the members of the Coun­ 
cil, Father 
Meurin’s 
plea 
was 
granted. He promised under oath 
to hold jurisdiction under no au­ 
thority than that of the 
Father 
Superior of the Capuchin Friars; 
to make his headquarters in Ste 
Genevieve; and to renounce his 
allegiance to Quebec. 
In May of 1764, Father Meurin 
reached Ste. Genevieve. Here he, 
the sole priest in Missouri and 
Illinois, aside from 
his 
regular 
duties in the parish of Ste Gene­ 
vieve paid two visits each year to 
the Illinois villages, answered sick 
calls there, performed marriage 
and 
baptismal 
services 
in 
St. 
Louis, and was at all times ready

Orleans, Philadelphia, Paris, and 
Bishop Briand in Quebec. Only 
the latter heeded his 
call. 
The 
Bishop granted a jubilee 
indul- 
gency to the faithful at .Ste Gene­ 
vieve and appointed Father Meu­ 
rin, vicar general for the Illinois 
and Louisiana territory, and sent 
young Father Pierre Gibault as 
his aid. 
Generous as this grant was, it 
brought consternation and grief 
to Father Meurin. Although the 
Council had ignored their prom­ 
ise and the pleas of Father Meu­ 
rin, they became highly incensed 
at this appointment from Bishop 
Briand, and the 
Spanish 
com­ 
mandant at Ste. Genevieve imme­ 
diately issued orders for Father 
Meurin’s arrest and declared him 
a state criminal. 
Previously warned by 
friends, 
Father Meurin fled 
across 
the 
river to Cahokia where, except 
for occasional visits to St. Louis, 
he remained until his death on 
February 23, 1777. In 1849, his 
remains were 
transferred 
from 
Prairie du Rocher to a place of 
honor in the cemetery of the Je­ 
suit Novitiate at St. 
Florissant, 
Missouri.

Sow the seeds not more than oue- 
quarter inch deep in good loaniy 
soil in a flat box which has quarter- 
inch holes in the bottom to permit 
drainage. Water thoroughly but not 
too frequently, preferably on bright 
days. 
Good sunlight and good air circa 
1 at ion prevent “damping off” which 
is caused hv an accumulation of 
moisture at the surface of the soil. 
Keep the temperature fairly even 
and warm—about 70 to 75 degrees 
When the young plants art* about 
one and one-half inches tall, they 
should be transplanted to a larger 
box or into a cold frame, according | 
to the facilities available.

Sebastian Louis 
Meurin 
was 
born at Charleville, France, De­ 
cember 26, 1707. At the 
age 
of 
twenty-two, he entered the So­ 
ciety of Jesus at Nancy 
where, 
upon the completion of his stu­ 
dies, he was ordained and assign­ 


ed to the Mission of Canada. Ear­ 
ly in 1741, he arrived in Canada 
and the following year was sent 
to Kaskaskia. During 
the 
next 
twenty-one years, he divided his 
lime between the village of Kas- 
kaskia 
and Vinvennes, 
Indiana, 
where he led the humble though 
extremely arduous life of the zeal­ 
ous Indian missionary. 
At the age of 56. when already 
enfeebled by missionary life, the 
even tenor of 
his 
daily 
duties 
was interrupted by the arrival of 
a courier from New Orleans, on 
September 24. 1763, with a decree 
ordering the suppression of the 
Jesuit Order in the Louisiana ter­ 
ritory. The Jesuits were disposses­ 
sed of their lands and condemned 
to deportation. At this time, the 
secret treaty of France and Spain 


came to light and Father Meurin 
was informed that the diocese cf 
Quebec no longer 
included 
the 
territory of Louisiana. 
Upon his arrival in New 
Or­ 
leans, Father Meurin 
petitioned 
the Council to allow him to return 
to the Illinois country, not as a 
Jesuit but as a secular priest and 
missioner as the whole of the dis­ 
trict was without a priest. 
Harsh, fractious and mercenary 
as were the members of the Coun­ 
cil, Father 
Meurin's 
plea 
was 
granted. He promised under oath 
to hold jurisdiction under no au­ 
thority than that of the 
Father 
Superior of the Capuchin Friars; 
to make his headquarters in Ste 
Genevieve; and to renounce his 
allegiance to Quebec. 
In May of 1764, Father Meurin 
reached Ste. Genevieve. Here he, 
the sole priest in Missouri and 
Illinois, aside from 
his 
regular 
duties in the parish of Ste Gene­ 
vieve paid two visits each year to 
the Illinois villages, answered sick 
calls there, performed marriage 
and 
baptismal 
services 
in 
St. 
Louis, and was at all times ready

born Indian python bought by the 
St. Louis Zoo for $150 in 
1927, 
which has caused attendants no 
end of trouble by its refusal to 
eat, has grown to 19 feet of sleek 
indebtedness s e -!snake ancl more than doubled in 
value through a forced system of 
feeding through a section of or­ 
dinary fire hose. 
Just plain ornery to attendants, 
the python has afforded thrilling 
entertainment to 
the 
spectators 
who gather at the reptile’s meal 
time, fixed for it at six-week in­ 
tervals. to watch seven men hold 
the snake in an impromptu tug- 
of-war while ground rabbit meat 
and hone are rammed down its 
throat. 
Someone manages to put a cloth 
over the reptile’s 
head. 
Moody 
Lentz, assistant 
curator of 
the 
reptile house, grabs the snake be­ 
hind the head, preparatory to tak­ 


ing it to the feeding cage, away 
from its 
more 
tractable 
com­ 
panion. Six men seize holds on 
the body, straightening out 
the 
twisting coils. R. Marlin Perkins, 
curator of the reptile house, pries 
open the jaws with his hands. 
In goes 3 1-2 feet of fire hose, 
greased with 
slippery elm 
and 
packed with 3 1-2 pounds of food. 
A plunger forces the meat past the 
snake’s throat. Attendants 
mas­ 
sage the food back 
to the stom­ 
ach, ‘about half way back”, and, 
as Lentz says, the snake ‘‘just has 
to like it.” A second feeding com- 
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plctes the meal. 
Twice, once for six months and 
once for 11 months, the 
python 
was not fed. but the discipline did 
not change its disposition. After 
more than eight years of forced 
feeding the reptile is healthy and 
still growing, said Goerge Vier- 
heller, director of the Zoo, who

to answer calls. He early saw the 
need of extensive discretionary 
powers, and late in 1764, he peti­ 
tioned the Holy See at Rome for 
such an extension. In the follow­ 
ing year his request was granted. 
Poverty and infirmity now be­ 
gan to hinder Father Meurin. Al­ 
though promised by the Superior 
Council at New Orleans a pension 
from France and a written con-1 
firmation of his appointment stat­ 
ing the extent of his jurisdiction, 
he received no word or aid. His 
great need for fellow workers and 
means led him to petition 
New 
Orleans, Philadelphia, Paris, and 
Bishop Briand in Quebec. Only 
the latter heeded his 
call. 
The 
Bishop granted a jubilee 
indul- 
gency to the faithful at .Ste Gene­ 
vieve and appointed Father Meu- ( 
rin, vicar general for the Illinois 
and Louisiana territory, and sent 
young Father Pierre Gibault as 
his aid. 
Generous as this grant was, it 
brought consternation and grief 
to Father Meurin. Although the 
Council had ignored their prom­ 
ise and the pleas of Father Meu­ 
rin, they became highly incensed 
at this appointment from Bishop 
Briand, and the 
Spanish 
com­ 
mandant at Ste. Genevieve imme­ 
diately issued orders for Father 
Meurin’s arrest and declared him 
a state criminal. 
Previously warned by 
friends, 
Father Meurin fled 
across 
the 
river to Cahokia where, except 
for occasional visits to St. Louis, 
he remained until his death on 
February 23, 1777. In 1849, his 
remains were 
transferred 
from 
Prairie du Rocher to a place of 
honor in the cemetery of the Je­ 
suit Novitiate at St. 
Florissant, 
Missouri.
